LeCesne sues school board

In a lawsuit filed in Wayne 
County Circuit Court, Dr. Ter¬ 
rel M. LeCesne, former super¬ 
intendent of Inkster schools 
and longtime assistant super¬ 
intendent of Romulus Commu¬ 
nity Schools, alleges that four 
members of the Inkster Board 
of Education conspired to fire 
him and in doing so violated 
several state and federal laws, 
including the Open Meetings 
Act 

The 10-count lawsuit filed 
on Sept. 28 by his attorney, 
Clayton V. Johnson, on behalf 
of Dr. LeCesne and his wife, 
Gale, specifically names Inks¬ 


ter board members John T. 
Rucker Jr., Norma McDaniel, 
George V. Williams and Clau¬ 
dia Williams as the defendants 
in the suit 

The four are being sued in¬ 
dividually and also in their ca- 
pacity as members of the 
Inkster Public Schools Board 
of Education. 

Dr. LeCesne, 57, was em¬ 
ployed in the Romulus Com¬ 
munity Schools system for 27 
years, and was also an assis¬ 
tant superintendent of schools 
in Romulus before he was 
named as the Inkster school 
superintendent. 

His appointment was effec¬ 
tive Aug. 13. 1995. One year to 


the day that he was hired in 
Inkster, four members of the 
board - Rucker, McDaniel, 
George Williams and Claudia 
Williams voted to demote and 
transfer Dr. LeCesne from the 
superintendent’s office to the 
principal’s office at the high 
school. 

Subsequently, the board 
also voted to fill the superin¬ 
tendent’s position by hiring Dr. 
James Rutter, who at the time 
was serving as the superinten¬ 
dent of a school district in Sac¬ 
ramento, California. 

“I believe the lawsuit and 
its contents speak for itself,” 
said Dr. LeCesne. “I can’t com¬ 
ment on its contents at the ad¬ 
vice of my attorney.”

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The owner and operator of

Detective Lt. David A. Early 
said the charges were pressed 
following an extensive investi¬ 
gation by the Romulus Police 
Special Investigations Unit 
and others on April 22 at the 
Middlebelt road tavern. 

The local investigation 
came along with other police 
checks at topless bars through¬ 
out Wayne County (partic¬ 
ularly in the Detroit area), as 
ordered by Prosecutor John 
O’Hair. 

Play House Inc. President 
Michael G. McCaw appeared 
before the Michigan Liquor 
Control Commission recently 
accompanied by his lawyer, 
David L. Campbell. 

Campbell entered “pleas of

acknowledgement” to the six 
charges and the pleas were ac¬ 
cepted. 

Assistant Attorney General 
J. Courtney Smith, who repre¬ 
sented all the law enforcement 
groups involved in the investi¬ 
gation, entered the violation 
report against the Play House 
management without objec¬ 
tion. 

According to the official vio¬ 
lation report, undercover Ro¬ 
mulus police officers “were 
approached by dancers who 
solicited dances in the balcony 
area...and that the dancers en¬ 
gaged in simulated acts with

Detroit drop outs who re¬ 
cently enrolled in the 
Romulus-based alternative 
school of choice in Detroit will 
have to wait at least until Mon¬ 
day to begin their new studies. 

That date even is not 100 
percent positive, since Detroit 
leaders are flexing their politi¬ 
cal muscles via building per¬ 
mit demands and Romulus 
school officials expressed con¬ 
cern what other roadblocks 
may be pressed before Mon¬ 
day. 

Peter Bakema, co-owner of 
Baron’s Schools, reportedly 
has contacted a nationally 
known attorney in case the 
school’s opening has to be ad¬ 
dressed by an area judge. 

The school opening is also 
gaining national press cover¬ 
age as both the New York 
Times, national public radio 
and CNN television are follow¬ 
ing the school’s progress-or 
lack of it. 

In the meantime, Romulus 
parents are calling school of¬ 
fices, homes of school trustees 
and even foTmer trustees in an 
effort to get answers to their 
questions on the Detroit 
school issue. 

Superintendent Dr. William 
Bedell said at least 1,000 drop 
out youth have already en¬ 
rolled in the school program 
that features both the 3 R’s and 
various kinds of marketable 
vocational skills. 

Last Friday, Michael Tea- 
sdale, head of the Romulus- 
Van Buren Adult School pro¬ 
gram, said a waiting list has al- 
ready been formed for 
entrance into the school, 
which is open to any young 


adult who has not reached his 
or her 20th birthday by Sept. 3, 
has not earned any school di¬ 
ploma and lives anywhere in 
Wayne County. 

Forty five teachers report¬ 
edly have been hired to teach 
the classes. Romulus’ role in 
the effort is to advise those op¬ 
erating the school and the dis¬ 
bursement of state funds 
provided for the classes, Be¬ 
dell said. 

Among the various classes 
being offered to students are 
computer technology, nursing 
aide training, auto body train¬ 
ing, cosmotology and an assort¬ 
ment of building training skill 
classes. 

Students will need to attend 
180 days of classes totaling 990 
hours by June 30 to earn offi¬ 
cial recognition of completion 
of studies. 

One of the key perks for stu¬ 
dents at the Detroit area 
school is child care is provided 
for the students’ offsprings. In 
addition they are given a $50 
voucher every two weeks for 
lunch and transportation costs 
as long as they attend 80 per¬ 
cent of the classes during that 
two week 

It is expected that many of 
the questions from the public 
at the next Romulus School 
Board meeting at 7:30 p.m. Oct. 
14 will be centered on the 
school of choice issue. 

Bedell said great care was 
made to invite only drop out 
students, who were no longer 
listed on the Detroit School 
system’s rolls. 

Thus the school of choice 
will add extra critically 
needed funds for the Romulus 
school district and at the same

the officers to wit: masturba¬ 
tion, intercourse and fellatio.” 

Jacquelyn A. Stewart, state 
liquor commissioner, consid¬ 
ered the fact that the Play 
House had no previous viola¬ 
tions since being licensed on 
Nov. 19,1990 and thus ordered 
a $300 fine per violation be im¬ 
posed. 

The commissioner’s order 
also stated that a 90-day sus¬ 
pension be imposed if the fine 
is not paid. 

Another five days was ad¬ 
ded to the sentence (if pay¬ 
ment of the fine is not 
received), but it was sus¬ 
pended because of the Play 
House’s previous “excellent 
record.” 

Stewart warned McCaw that 
“repeated violations of this na¬ 
ture could result in severe 
penalties and possible revoca¬ 
tion of the corporation’s li¬ 
cense and permits. 

Early reminded Romulus li¬ 
quor establishments that the 
local police will continue to 
monitor their operations on an 
on-going basis.

Crash victim has 
4 leg surgeries

A Westland mother of three, 
whose legs were crushed in a 
recent Romulus traffic acci¬ 
dent, still has a hard time be¬ 
lieving that just a few seconds 
could so fatefully change her 
life. 

The victim of the crash, 
Mary Gaines, has undergone 
four surgeries to date at St. 
Joseph’s Hospital in Ann 
Arbor--ironically also the 
place of her employment. 

Gaines was making a phone 
call outside a Romulus service 
station on Friday the 13th, 
when a car zoomed out-of¬ 
control and smashed her into 
the side of the gas station wall. 

According to police reports, 
the driver (a 33-year-old Ro¬ 
mulus man) was chasing his 
girl friend in his car, when he 
lost control and slammed into 
Gaines. 

“I first thought it was an ac¬ 
cident,” Gaines said from her 
hospital room, “but after talk¬ 
ing to his girl friend I found 
out he was chasing her.” 


Gaines was first taken to An¬ 
napolis Hospital in Wayne for 
an immediate check-up and 
then was rushed to St. Joseph’s 
Hospital by ambulance. 

Now that her initial surgery 
has been completed, “I have to 
learn how to operate a wheel¬ 
chair comfortably,” Gaines 
said. 

Once she gets home, Gaines 
said she expects to get some 
help from her older sister and 
her three children, ages rang¬ 
ing from 11 to 15. 

In the meantime, Romulus 
police have sworn out war¬ 
rants for the driver’s arrest on 
a charge of failure to stop at a 
personal injury accident and 
for domestic violence against 
his girl friend. 

Detective Lt. David Early 
said the traffic charge carries 
a maximum five-year-term and 
the domestic violence calls for 
93 days in jail. 

Last week the defendant’s 
lawyer made three promises to 
bring in the defendant, but did 
not appear. Thus the warrant 
was sworn out for his arrest, 
Early said.

Mock plane crash conducted

A team of Romulus emer¬ 
gency service experts and vol¬ 
unteers joined together in a 
mock plane-van disaster on 
Thursday to test their on- the- 
job crisis skills. 

The program put together 
by Romulus Emergency Man¬ 
agement coordinator Margaret 
LeDuc took place in the park¬ 
ing lot of the Romulus Progres¬ 
sive Club Hall shortly after 
9:30 a.m. Thursday. 

The staging area for the re¬ 
sponse team was the nearby St 
Aloysius Church parking lot. 

Parts of an airplane were 
scattered in one area of the 
Progressive Club parking lot 
symbolizing a plane crash. 
Sprawled on the ground in the 
midst of the plane debris were 
several youth, who were 
coated with fake blood. 

One of the assisting groups 
in the mock disaster was the 
young Romulus Police Ex¬ 
plorers unit coordinated by 
Romulus Youth Officer Jeff La- 
zarski. 

Among the teenage Ex¬ 
plorers taking part were Ash- 
antia Pickens, Rachael 
Mefferd, Dan Czajkowski, Jon

Manthei and Jason Orme. 

Other young adults from an 
EMT class at Wyandotte Roos¬ 
evelt High School taught by 
Fire Lt. John Thiede helped 
out also as supposed victims. 

The accident scene was cre¬ 
ated to depict what would hap¬ 
pen if a large passenger plane 
hit buildings and a van filled 
with local youth and how local 
emergency teams would re¬ 
spond. 

According to the script, the 
plane was to have hit a private 
house, Crova’s GMC Trucks 
Inc. business on Goddard road 
and the Romulus Wesleyan 
Church at Five Points before 
striking the van carrying the 
youths, LeDuc said. 

Taking part in the adven¬ 
ture in addition to the youth 
were Romulus Police and Fire 
officials as well as Community 
Emergency Medical Services 
technicians. 

When the first call came in 
local firefighters were alerted 
to the fact that the van doors 


were locked with a number of 
injured youth inside and that 
the “jaws of life” were needed 
to extract them from the vehi¬ 
cle. 

Another team of CEMS 
workers were called to the 
nearby plane crash site to 
check out the conditions of the 
injured plane passengers and 
to aid those who were still 
alive. 

Heavy training in how to 
place victims on backboards 
and wheeled- stretchers was 
quite evident that morning. 

Also in attendance were Po¬ 
lice Chief Chuck Kirby, Fire 
Chief David Allison and De¬ 
partment of Public Works Dep¬ 
uty Director Hubert Staten. 

LeDuc said to be effective 
the training session had to be 
kept secret from the Romulus 
Fire Department until Thurs¬ 
day morning. More than a 
dozen volunteer firefighters 
responded to the “crash” and 
aided the CEMS crew. 

“We have to conduct such an 
exercise once every three 
years,” LeDuc said, “and we 
feel that everything went real 
well.” 

A critique of the event has 
now to be filed with the state, 
she said.

As you drive around Michi¬ 
gan, have you ever wondered 
how places got their names? 

Many are named for their 
founder, or first settler, or post¬ 
master, buy many have inter¬ 
esting stories behind their 
names. 

For example: Au Gres (Are¬ 
nac Co.) takes its name from 
the “gritty stone” in the region 
and Butternut (Montcalm Co.) 
is named for the butternut 
cheese factory in the area. 
Center Line (Macomb Co.) was 
named by the French, because 
it was the middle of three In¬ 
dian trails from the fort at De¬ 
troit to the trading posts to the 
north. 

Cobmoosa (Oceana Co.) was 
named for an Indian chief 
who, with his people, was set¬ 
tled in the area. Mecosta

Did you know the Mackinac 
Bridge is the world’s longest 
suspension bridge, or that the 
Ambassador Bridge was the 
first bridge to connect two 
countries? 

In 1992 some of the oldest 
preserved Mastodon tracks 
were found in a pasture near 
Saline. It takes one pound of 
spearmint oil to flavor 135,000 
sticks of gum and on average 
Michigan farmers grow about 
36 pounds per acre. 

In Kaleva there is a house 
built of 60,000 soft drink bot¬ 
tles. The Awesome Almanac 
Michigan by Annette Newcomb 
(977.74) is the source of these 
facts and lots more interesting 
information about our State.

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Levin, Rivers support Clinton’s veto of controversial abortion

Abortion issues are sure to 
heat up area political cam¬ 
paigns in coming weeks, as 
U.S. Senator. Carl Levin (D- 
Detroit) helped sustain Presi 
dent Clinton’s veto of the par¬ 
tial birth abortion ban last 
Thursday. 

The Senate vote was 57-41 to 
override Clinton’s veto, but 
since a two- thirds majority 
was needed the effort failed. 
Sen. Spencer Abraham (R An 


burn Hills) meanwhile voted 
in favor of the override. 

Levin’s Republican oppo¬ 
nent Ronna Romney had ear¬ 
lier asked Levin to join the 
majority of senators across the 
U.S. in opposing Clinton’s veto 
on the abortion ban. He re¬ 
fused. 

Last week the House of Rep¬ 
resentatives voted in favor of 
the veto override, despite the 
opposition vote by Con¬ 
gresswoman Lynn Rivers (D- 
Ann Arbor). 


The Senate vote, was 57-41 to override 
Clinton’s veto. 


Sen. Majority Leader Trent 
Lott (R-Miss.) vowed that Clin¬ 
ton’s veto of the abortion ban 
would become a powerful is¬ 
sue in the remainder of the 
1996 national election cam¬ 
paign. 


Michigan Right to Life advo¬ 
cates exert strong political 
power in the state legislature. 
They will attempt to use that 
same power to work against 
both Rivers and Levin this fall. 

Supporters of the abortion 


process (that is done in the fi¬ 
nal trimester of a woman’s 
pregnancy) say it is a limited 
procedure and done basically 
to ensure a woman’s health. 
They claim that less than 1,200 
such abortions are performed 
each year in the U.S. 

Those wishing to ban the 
procedure say it comes close 
to infanticide, being that it ex¬ 
tracts all but the baby’s head 
from the woman’s birth canal, 
punctures the baby’s skull and 
then drains the baby’s brain. 

They point to an investiga-

five article from the Sunday 
Record in northern New Jersey 
that quotes an abortion clinic 
spokesman in that state who 
claimed that 1,500 such abor¬ 
tions a year are performed just 
in their clinic alone. The 
spokesman says that 80 per¬ 
cent of those abortions are 
elective surgeries, not ones im¬ 
pacting a woman’s health. 

With Clinton’s veto being 
sustained, it now remains legal 
for such late term abortions to 
be performed throughout the 
U.S.

Frustrated bq traffic congestion?

Concerned about the environment - 1 
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Kevin Dokes is an 
innocent man. He 
has been embar¬ 
rassed before the 
entire world and 
stands unjustly ac¬ 
cused. So say some 
of his friends who have called this news¬ 
paper on his behalf. 

Dokes, a court officer for six years and 
music director at New Hope Missionary 
Baptist Church, will stand trial on charges 
of sexual assault and felony firearm 
charges. The supposed victim is a 32-year- 
old woman who claims she was raped by 
Dokes in the 22nd District court restroom. 

The woman was summoned to the Inkster 
court for sentencing on illegal possession 
of a controlled substance and concealed 
weapons. Dokes offered to intervene on her 
behalf. After doing so, he allegedly told the 
woman, “You owe me.” The woman claims 
he then led her to the darkened restroom 
and proceeded to rape her. She also 
claimed she feared for her life because he 
had a service revolver strapped to his right 
hip. 

Strangely, the woman did not walk across 
the hall to the police department to report 
the alleged rape. She did not seek medical 
treatment. She waited seven days to report 
the incident. She claims she was afraid to 
go to the police. Ronald McDuffie, Dokes’ 
attorney claims she concocted the story after 
learning she could sue the city, court and 
whomever else. 

People we talked to said Dokes is inca¬ 
pable of this type of behavior. They said he 
is a kind soul who would never use force. 
They say he is deeply religious and has 
dedicated his life to helping other people. 
They are indignant towards the alleged vic¬ 
tim, claiming she is only out for financial 
gain. 

However, Judge Richard Hammer found 
the evidence compelling enough to send 
Dokes to circuit court. He refused to lower 
the bond, leaving it at the original $100,000 
despite pleas from McDuffie.

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Commission candidate visits Inkster

When Republican Carol 
Juarez visited the Inkster Lo¬ 
cal Development County (LDC) 
meeting last week, she issued 
a call for change. 

‘Tm not going to say any¬ 
thing negative about my oppo¬ 
nent, but I think it's time for 
fresh ideas and fresh leader¬ 
ship in the Wayne County Com¬ 
mission,” Juarez told the 
members. 

She distributed literature 
with the slogan, “It's OK to fol¬ 
low the same path...until you 
get stuck in a rut.” 

Juarez is seeking the 12th 
District post, covering West- 
land, Inkster and Garden City, 
which has been filled by Dem¬ 
ocratic incumbent Kay Bear 
for 18 years. 

The commission candidate, 
who has a master’s degree 
from Central Michigan Univer¬ 
sity, is a retired Wayne County 
employee and an independent 
non-profit consultant. 

“It is interesting that the 
two mayors who complained to 
the Conference of Western 
Wayne (CWW) - Westland 
Mayor Bob Thomas and Inks¬ 
ter Mayor Edward Bevins Jr. - 
about not being well repre¬ 
sented in Wayne County are 
served by the same commis¬ 
sioner, Kay Beard,” said 
Juarez. 

“We pay 80 percent of the 
taxes in Wayne County, and the 
majority of its goes to Detroit. 
There are other communities 
that need help other than De¬ 
troit,” she said. “The county 
has a shocking budget of $1.6 

Campaigns 

With the general election 
just one month away, the cam¬ 
paigns are heating up. 

Charges and counter¬ 
charges are being levied by 
both parties and endorse¬ 
ments are being sought and 
won from numerous groups 
and organizations.

With seven commissioners 
from Detroit and eight from 
out-county is has been rela¬ 
tively easy to pass proposed in¬ 
creases by a simple majority. 

Juarez does not oppose an 
effort to have out-county com¬ 
munities split from Wayne 
County “if that is what the peo¬ 
ple want.” However, she is con¬ 
cerned that establishing a new 
county could result in more 
taxes for the local taxpayers 
when a new unit of govern 
ment is put into place. 

She expressed interest in a 
proposal to bring more county 
services to the out-county 
areas. 

“I’m waging a grass-roots 
campaign. I’m not just drop¬ 
ping off literature. I’m knock¬ 
ing on doors and introducing 
myself to people,” Juarez said, 
noting that she has covered al¬ 
most all of one precinct so far 
in her door-to-door campaign¬ 
ing. 

She said in her conversa¬ 
tions with people in the dis¬ 
trict, she has noted (by her own 
figures) that 65 percent do not 
want a stadium tax and 80 per¬ 
cent said they did not feel they 
have been adequately in¬ 
formed about county govern¬ 
ment. 

“I thought it was amazing 
that 20 percent of those I 
talked to said they would be 
willing to become involved. I’d 
like to have those people serve 
in committees to provide feed¬ 
back and help me to make de¬ 
cisions on issues,” said Juarez.

Whitcomb Conservatory, as 
well as the zoo.”

Private investigator relates unique experiences

Every day isn’t like the one’s 
experienced by fictional de¬ 
tectives like Mike Hammer or 
Sam Spade, but a private in¬ 
vestigator (PI) does have his 
share of interesting and in¬ 
triguing cases. 

Roger Kehrier, who oper¬ 
ates Pathfinder Investigations 
in Plymouth, has had his share 
of interesting experiences in 
the year since he launched his 
business. 

‘Tve investigated a couple 
of homicides,” said Kehrier. 
“The first was the death of the 
brother of a man I gave a ride 
to. I confirmed the details that 
he gave me with the Detroit 
Police Department, but I 
wasn’t permitted to see the 
file. 

! “Although I talked to a lot of 
people, no one wanted to get 
involved. I was able to supply

some additional information 
to the Detroit police and the 
case is still open. We,do know 
there were two shooters and 
two different hand guns used, 
and we know the identity of 


one of the shooters. I’m still 
trying to do something - 
maybe someday we’ll know 
who killed the man’s brother.” 

The second homicide case 
was that of a Vietnam War 
buddy of a local man who was 
assaulted and killed in De¬ 
troit. 

“I was able to find out that 
the case had been solved 
within four months and the 
subject is now in Jackson 
Prison -- it was a matter of 
knowing who to call,” Kehrier 
said. 

Often insurance companies 
call in private investigators to 
check on claims that do not 
seem to be legitimate. 

For example, Kehrier was 
called on to check the claim of 
a man whose girlfriend’s car 
(he held title to it) was re¬ 
ported stolen and later found 
burned. She claimed that 
there was a fur coat worth sev¬ 
eral thousands dollars in the 


car, $400 in cash in the ash tray 
and other valuables in the ve¬ 
hicle when it was stolen. Keh¬ 
rier uncovered evidence to 
prove that the woman’s cousin 
had stolen and torched the car. 

“Often, we find that people 
who don’t play golf will claim 
that they had expensive golf 
clubs destroyed in a fire,” he 
said. “In another case, the 
owner of a burned vehicle 
claimed that there had been 
an expensive CD player in it, 
but there was no wiring in it 
for a CD.” 

Determination paid off for 
Kehrier when he looked 
through boxes of old receipts 
from a gas station and found 
one for two used tires at $30 
each, instead of documenta¬ 
tion for expensive tires and 
rims that the owner claimed 
he bought for his vehicle be¬ 
fore it was destroyed. 

Kehrier investigated “The 
Case of the Missing Ring,” in 


which an expensive diamond 
ring was reported missing 
from a jewelry case. The wo¬ 
man who owned the ring and 
her husband were having mar¬ 
ital problems, when she re¬ 
moved the ring and placed it in 
the case. Later, she reported 
that it was gone, but she could 
not shed any light on when it 
disappeared or who might 
have taken it. 

Investigators continue to 
check pawn shops and jew¬ 
elers to see whether the ring 
will turn up, but so far it re¬ 
mains “The Case of the Miss¬ 
ing Ring.” 

“I watched on man limp 
slowly into a medical office for 
a check-up of his Worker’s 
Comp disability, and then walk 
out briskly! I’ve also seen ‘dis¬ 
abled’ people bowl and play 
golf,” said Kehrier. “One man 
who claimed a serious back in¬ 
jury, pulled his boat out of the 
water himself and lifted it onto 


the trailer.” 

Kehrier said that insurance 
fraud cuts across all walks of 
life. 

“Some people feel that they 
are entitled to the money, like 
a ‘paid vacation.’ Sometimes 
they rationalize that they 
aren’t taking money from any¬ 
one, it’s the insurance com¬ 
pany’s money. They don’t 
realize where the money 
comes from - the people who 
pay the premiums,” said the 
Drivate investigator.
